On Seed Treatment 

More farmers in Western Canada 
should realize that seed treatment 
is a sound, practical and profitable 
farm practice. Unfortunately, a 
large projection of the seed grain 
sown in Western Canada each year 
carries disease-producing organisms, 
or is damaged by weathering or 
threshing. Therefore the best 
advice we can give to prairie 
fanners is this. Unless seed of 
wheat, oats, barley and flax is 
known to be disease-free and un¬ 
damaged, seed treatment is neces¬ 
sary and strongly recommended. 

Recommended Treatments. To¬ 
day, the organic mercury dusts 
(Ceresan, Leytosan, etc.) are gener¬ 
ally recommended for use on seed 
of wheat, oats, barley and flax. 
Covering the seed with an organic 
merciwy dust has a two-fold effect. 

(1) It controls surface-borne smut 
(not the loose smuts of wheat and 
barley), and reduces the losses 
caused by seedling blight and cer¬ 
tain root rots. (2) It gives the 
seed, when sown, considerable pro¬ 
tection against the attack of soil- 
inhabiting organisms that may rot 
the seed or cause seedling blight. 

Formalin is not recommended for 
seed wheat.#Under no conditions 
should it lie used for the hulless 
varieties of oats and barley. * 

Seed Treatment Facts. (1) To 
obtain the best r&ults from any 
mercury dust treatment the seed 
should first be thoroughly cleaned. 

(2) For small grain crops the rate 
of application is one-lialj ounce per 
bushel of seed; for flax the rate is 
one and one-half ounces per bushel. 

(3) After treatment the seed should 
stand uncovered or in sacks for at 
least 24 hours before, planting (7 
days is preferable for oats and 
barley). (4) Seed may be treated 
two months in advance of sowing 
(5) The organic mercury dusts are 
poisonous. Observe the precau¬ 
tions given on the label of the dust 
container, (fl) Seed treated with 
an organic mercury dust should not 
be sold for rommercial purposes or 
feil to livestock.

High River Eye Opener 
February 10, 1903

Calgary is not really larger than 
Winnipeg and Hootch combined. It 
merely feels that way. 

The Grand Old Party Town 

A group of membefs of Loyal 
Opposition accompanied Borden on 
a grand tour of the west in 1902. 
They visited Calgary among other 
places, all yelping for the grand 
old party. They saw big pickings. 
On their return east they got ex¬ 
clusive information from Dan 
Mann about the route from Win¬ 
nipeg to Edmonton, and thus were 
able to speculate on a sure tiling. 
Then they got very good terms 
from Sir Thomas Shaughnessy, in 
ft-ct a reduction of $1.50 per acre 
on the purchase of 200,000 acres. 
To make a long story short, the of¬ 
ficials and speculators of the Un¬ 
ion Trust Co., whom they allowed 
to get in on it cleaned up $300,000, 
Why did Dan Mann put those Con¬ 
servatives next to the secrets of 
the firm’s private maps, and why 
did Shaughnessy favor them with 
such reduction as no bona-fide set¬ 
tlers are ever given. 

A Laurier Convert 

It is told that Rev. Dr. Shearer 
once went to visit a man under 
sentence of death in the peniten¬ 
tiary- and took advantage of the 
man’s despair to convert him to 
Laurierism.

Conditions In 
Mental Hospitals 


W. J. Williams, Veteran repre¬ 
sentative in legislature, urged that 
one million dollars be given im¬ 
mediately to the Dept, of Public 
Welfare to build new mental hos¬ 
pitals and bring the staff up to 
strength. He quoted reports of Dr. 
MacAllster, superintendent at Oli¬ 
ver hospital and Dr. R^_R. Mac- 
Lean of Ponoka, respecting condi¬ 
tions. He charged lack of accom¬ 
modation, lack of medical care and 
no segregation for tubercular pa¬ 
tients. He said the stpff was only 
50% of the required strength, and 
in one year 110 staff appointments 
were made but 103 resigned. 

He claimed that at Oliver the 
patients milled Mke cattle, with 
1230 cared for in accommodation 
for 800. Some of the violent cases 
were crowded 10 to 15 in a small 
room. There are four medical men 
to care for the 1230 patients at Oli¬ 
ver. For all the mental hospitals of 
the province there is only one den¬ 
tist. Insulin treatment,- said tne 
member, could be given only in a 
few cases because of staff short¬ 
age.
